Though the recoids of the incipient 


coal trade are scanty, they show th.it 
a tiafflc In coal lust sprang up be- 
tween London and tho Newcastle on- 
Tyne coalfields A lane in a suburb of 
the metropolis where the burning of 
lime appears to ha\e been cniried on 
was alreadj known as "Pea Coals 
lane" la 1228. A particular notice also 
occurs of the arrhal of shiploads of 
sea coal lu London In ]C57, and small 
purchases of it vsere mnde for forging 
iron at Westminster palace In 12oS-.">9. 
It was usually sold by the quaiter. At 
Billingsgate, In the lime of Henry III 
etery two quarters of sea conl paid a 
duty of a faithing. 


Sou conl was likewise bought at 


Berwlck-ou-Tfl cod in 1205, so that by 
the middle of the thirteenth century a 
small trade in coal was e\ Identlj being 
carried on along a large stretch of the 
eastern seaboard. The growth of the 
trade Is reflected in the luueasing re\ 
enue of Newcastle on-Tj no, which, 
from being £100 a rear in 1213, had 
risen to £200 in 1281 owing to the coal 
trade of the port 


From smiths and lime burners the 


use of coal extended to artisans 'fl ho 
used furnaces in their tiadcs In Not 
tlngham, situated on the confines of a 
great coalfield, this mo\ement appears 
to have commenced very early. Queen 
EJeanor wns unable to stay theic in 
1257 ou account of tho smoke of the 
sea coal.

Beliefs About tbc RatnboTr. 


In many countries the rainbow Is 


spoken of as being a great bent pomp 
or siphon tube, drawing water from 
he earth by mechanical means. In 
parts of Russia, In the Don country, 
and also in Moscow and vicinity it is 
tnown by a name which is equivalent 
o "the bent water pipe." In nearly 
all the Slavonic dialects it Is known by 
erms signifying "the cloud siphon," 
and in Hungary It is "the pump," 
'Noah's pump" and "God's pump." 
The Malayan natives call it by the 
aame nnme that they do their banded 
water cobra (necheta), only that they 
add "bobo" (meaning double headed), 
:he equivalent in our language being 
he "double headed writersnake." They 
ell you that the bow is a real thing of 
Ife, that It drinks with Its two mouths 
nnd that the water Is transferred to the 
louds through an opening in the upper 
Bide of the center of the great arch. 


In the province of Chnrkoy, Russia, 


the rainbow is said to drain the wells, 
nnd to prevent this many are provided 
ivltb heavy, tight fitting stone plat- 
'orms. In the province of Saratoy the 
>ow is said to be under control of 
hree angels, one of whom pumps the 
water, the second "feeds" the clouds 
and the third sends the rain.

ment by so doing. If be abandons his 
residence here, he loses his right to 
vote just as If be moved to another 
state, but acquires it again by return- 
ing to this country. Nearly all the na- 
tions on the globe claim the right of 
authority over native born citizens of 
:heir own countries even after those 
:lti7.ens have acquired citizenship else- 
where—that is, if a native Russian 
comes here and is naturalized, then re- 
,urns to Russia for a visit, the Russian 
government might compel him to do 
army service despite bis American citi- 
zenship. This principle was embodied 
n the famous expression "once an Eng- 
lishman, always an Englishman," so 
much quoted during the war oC 1812.— 
Detroit Free Press.

The K-:uler of all the neck- 
wear in the-way of beauty is the Marie 
Antoinette lichu. which is susceptible 
of so many different \\ays of arrange- 
ment, ui course it is not new, but it 
happens just now to be put forward as 
the prettiest and daintiest of all the 
neckwear. 


It is made of any and every thing 


that is thin and transparent, even in 
organdies, to match dresses and of lace 
where the gown is made of lace, but 
the edges always have a full ruffle, so 
that when the ends fall they take the 
form of full jabots and cascades. If 
the lichn proper is of organdie or any 
other dre:-s material, there is a ruflle 
of Itice more or less wide around the 
entire garment. 


In the illustration there ore two of 


the very prettiest of these dainty ac- 
cessories of the toilet. One is made of 
dotted net cut in a long oval, so that 
the points meet at the bust line, with 
long ends of the same. As these are 
surrounded by the lace in lavish quan- 
tities, it is no Bonder that the fichu is 
a dressy thing. The other is simply 
made by sewing six ruffles of Irice to 
a tape, all as full as the tape will hold, 
and these are left to fall in natural 
folds. 
To the tape, which extends 


below the waist line, there are two 
rows of lace set as closely as the 
other and left to fall in a cascade to 
the bottom. 
The Marie Antoinette 


fichu is always long enough to go 
around the waist and tie at the back, 
but this is not necessary now. ns the 
preferred manner is to let the ends fall 
ns the boas have been doing. 


Fichus of fine linen batiste with a 


full hemstitched ruffle are very stylish 
and by some good dressers are prefer- 
red to luce ones, which nre so very 
pretty and becoming as to be in dan- 
ger of growing common. I saw one 
of cobwebby linen batiste, with a faint 
blue hem of the same material hem- 
stitched on to the white. 
This was 


extremely novel and effective. 


Another dainty fancy is the ribbon 


and chiffon or silk mull floral orna- 
ments for the corsage. 
Liberty satin 


ribbon is employed for the roses, 
which are made by twisting the ribbon 
so that n bias edge is brought to a 
center and sewed fast round and round 
to form the flowers.
